Town  Warrant 


Coninionwealth  of  Massachusetts  Hampden  s.  s. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  town  of 

Brimfield.  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  Brimheld  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall,  in  said  Brimfield,  on  Monday,  the  7th  day  of 
February,  1916,  at  10  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the 
following  articles,  viz. : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a Moderator  to  preside  over  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  giv^e  in  their  votes  on  ballot  to  the  election 
officers  for  the  following  Town  Officers  : Town  Clerk,  three 
Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer,  Auditors,  five  Constables,  Tree 
Warden,  Tax  Collector,  all  for  the  term  of  one  year  each.. 
One  School  Committee,  one  Assessor,  one  Overseer  of  Poor 
Two  Library  Trustees,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  all  for 
the  term  of  three  years.  One  Cemetery  Commissioner  for 
two  years  to  fill  vacancy. 

Also  to  bring  their  vote  ‘‘Yes”  or  “No”  upon  the  ques- 
tion “Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  town?” 

The  polls  will  be  open  at  half  past  ten  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  may  be  closed  at  half  past  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  reports  of  officers  and  agents  hereto- 
fore chosen  by  the  town  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  Schools, 
highways,  bridges,  payment  of  town  debts  and  defray  the 
expenses  for  the  ensuing  year  and  direct  how  the  same 
shall  be  expended. 
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Art.  5.  1^0  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 

Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  revenue  of  the  current  financial 
year. 

Art.  6.  To  determine  the  manner  and  state  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  collecting'  the  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector 
to  use  the  means  for  collecting  taxes  which  the  Town 
Treasurer  may  use  when  appointed  collector. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  disposition  the  town  will  make 
of  its  dog  fund. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  cause  to  be  printed  the 
reports  of  its  officers  or  agents  or  any  part  of  the  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  if  any,  the  town 
will  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  if  any,  the  town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  suppression  of  the  gypsy 
and  brown-tail  moth.s  and  elm  tree  beetle. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  sum  if  any,  the  town  will  ap- 
propriate for  the  use  of  the  Tree  Warden. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
will  appropriate  for  the  care  of  the  cemeteries  in  town. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  repairs  of  highways,  under 
the  State  Highway  Small  Town  Act  of  1908,  with  amend- 
ments thereof. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  to  pay  the  proper  charges  of  in- 
surance companies,  for  acting  as  surety  on  official  bonds  of 
town  officers. 

Art.  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
will  appropriate  for  the  care  of  the  common. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
will  appropriate  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  side- 
walks. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
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will  appropriate  for  the  suppression  of  illegal  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liciuors  in  town. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in 
regard  to  painting  the  iron  bridges  over  the  Quaboag.  River 
at  \\Tst  Brirntleld  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  20.  To  see  what  action  the  town  rvill  take  with 
regard  to  relocating  .the  highway  at  WTst  Brimiield  from 
a part  near  the  house  of  Daniel  Haley,  to  a point  near  the 
house  of  David  Legrand  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  21.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  to  en- 
force the  town  Auditors  lawful  right  of  access  to  the  books, 
accounts,  bills  and  vouchers  of  the  tow'ii  officers  and  com- 
mittees. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  towm  wdll  vote  to  terminate  its 
contract  with  the  trustees  of  the  Hitchcock  Free  Academy 
and  to  take  action  to  recover  all  money  due  the  town  from 
the  trustees  under  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

Art.  23.  To  see  what  action  the  towm  rvill  take  to 
secure  annual  or  special  detailed,  financial  reports  of  the 
receipts,  expenditures,  investments  and  general  condition 
of  the  Hitchcock  Free  Academy  fund. 

Art.  24.  To  see  what  action  the  town  wdll  take  to  se- 
cure  a bill  from  Judge  Kennefick  for  all  legal  and  other  ser- 
Adces  up  to  January  1st,  1916. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  towm  will  petition  the  director 
of  the  bureau  of  statistics  for  an  audit  of  its  accounts,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  598,  Acts  of  1910, 
and  amendments  thereof. 

Art.  26.  To  see  wdiat  action  the  town  wdll  take  to  re- 
cover from  the  towm  treasurer  or  other  officers,  all  sums  of 
money  that  wmre  paid  out  of  the  towm  Treasury  for  the 
Academy  Hitchcock  Scliool  during  the  w^hole  or  any  part 
of  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31st,  1914,  in  excess  of 
the  total  amount  paid  into  the  towm  treasury  during  such 
period  from  the  Academy  High  School  and  by  the  trustees 
of  the  Hitchcock  Free  Academy. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  towm  wdll  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  to  be  expended  for  club  wmrk  in  the  Public  schools 
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under  the  direction  of  the  Hampden  County  Improvement 
League  or  act  thereon. 

Art.  28.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the  town 
will  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  V ocational  Agri- 
cultural department  of  the  High  School. 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  care  of  its  shade  trees, 
and  the  planting  of  desirable  shade  trees  along  the  high- 
ways for  the  ensuing  year,  same  to  be  expended  under  the 
directions  of  the  Tree  Warden. 

Art.  30.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  re- 
gard to  selling  the  Town  Farm  wood  lot  in  Wales. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting 
an  attested  copy  of  the  same  at  the  Town  Hall,  one  at  Cen- 
ter Post  Office  and  by  mailing  a copy  to  the  Post  Office  at 
East  Brimfield  and  by  mailing,  or  otherwise  sending  a copy, 
to  Foskett’s  Mills  and  the  depot  at  West  Brimfield  seven 
days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant 
with  your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  of  said  Brim- 
field at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  aforesaid.

It  has  been  customary  for  the  school  committee  to  use 
for  school  purposes  the  amounts  received  from  these  various 
sources  without  action  by  the  town.  The  question  has  been 
raised  as  to  whether  the  committee  can  legally  do  this. 
That  these  moneys  cannot  be  legally  used  for  other  purposes 
is  apparent  from  statutes  governing  their  disposal. 

With  reference  to  the  income  received  by  the  town  from 
the  state  school  fund,  Section  3,  Chapter  41  of  the  Revised 
Laws  provides  that  “it  shall  be  held  by  the  town  treasurer 
and  shall  be  expended  only  for  expenses  in  maintenance  of 
th  public  schools  authorized  by  the  school  committee.” 

Section  45,  Chapter  42  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides 
for  the  disposition  of  the  $375  received  by  the  town  on 
account  of  the  emjdoyment  of  a superintendent  of  schools 
as  follows:  Three  fifths  of  it  “shall  be  paid  for  the  salary” 

of  a superintendent,  and  two-lifths  “shall  be  paid  for  the 
salaries  of  teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools.” 

With  reference  to  the  money  received  for  the  tuition 
and  transportation  state  wards,  Section  4,  Chapter  44  of  the 
Revised  Laws  states  that  “The  money  received  by  cities 
and  towns  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
applied  to  the  support  of  schools.” 

The  committee  does  not  object  to  the  passing  of  a vote 
appropriating  the  above  amourits  to  the  uses  prescribed  by 
statute,  but  sees  no  necessity  for  such  action. 

Assuming  that  the  above  total  of  $2,125.00  is  available 
for  school  purposes,  there  remains  a balance  of  $4,430.00 
which  the  town  is  asked  to  appropriate  in  a lump  sum.

HITCHCOCK  FREE  ACADEMY. 

Hitchcock  Free  Academy  is  maintained  as  a town  high 
school  with  money  coming  from  three  sources  : 

The  income  from  the  instruction  fund  in  the  hands  of 
the  trustees, 

The  annual  grant  of  $500  from  the  state, 

Tuitions  received  from  other  town  and  reimbursed  to 
them  by  the  state. 

The  agreement  l^etween  the  Trustees  of  Hitchcock  Free 
Academy  and  the  town  of  Brimfield  provides  that  the  money 
turned  over  to  the  town  from  the  income  of  the  instruction 
fund  shall  be  used  for  high  school  maintenance. 

Section  1,  Chapter  200,  Acts  of  1906  as  amended  by 
Chapter  427,  Acts  of  1908  provides  that  if  a town  of  the 
population  of  Brimfield  maintains  an  approved  high  school, 
“it  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  annually — toward  the  support 
of  such  high  school  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.” 

Your  committee  fails  to  find  any  definite  provision  in 
the  statute  law  of  the  state  that  the  money  received  for 
tuition  of  high  school  pupils  shall  be  used  for  high  school 
maintenance.  As  it  is  the  general  understanding  that  this 
shall  be  done,  in  order  to  avoid  any  possible  misunderstand- 
ing in  the  future,  we  recommend  that  a vote  be  passed  at  the 
town  meeting  tliat  all  money  received  for  tuition  of  pupils 
in  Hitchcock  Free  Academy  be  a])propriated  for  High 
.School  support 
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VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT 

Your  committee  recomends  an  appropriation  of  $1,600 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  vocational  agricultural  depart- 
ment of  the  Academy  for  the  current  year.  This  appro- 
priation will  represent  the  gross,  not  the  net,  expense  of  the 
department  to  the  town.  Basing  our  estimate  on  the  returns 
made  to  the  State  Board  for  the  nine  months  ending  August 
31,  we  find  the  net  expense  will  be  approximately  $700.00.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


'Fo  the  School  Comittee  of  Brimfiekl : 

Flerewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my  four- 
teenth annual  report. 

CHANGE  IN  THE  STATUS  OF  THE  VOCATIONAL 

SCHOOL. 

The  year  has  witnessed  one  change  of  considerable  im- 
portance in  the  organization  of  the  school  system.  As  a re- 
sult of  action  taken  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  the 
independent  vocational  argricultural  school  established  in 
August,  1914,  became  a department  of  the  town  high  school. 

So  far  as  the  aid  received  from  the  state  is  concerned, 
the  change  has  had  but  little  effect.  Under  the  former  ar- 
rangement the  state  contributed  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of 
maintenance.  Now  the  state  contributes  two-thirds  of  the 
salary  of  the  instructor.  In  general  it  may  be  said  that  the 
plan  of  the  state  is  that  the  local  community  and  the  state 
shall  share  and  share  alike  in  the  maintenance  of  vocational 
schools. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  the  school  becomes  a de- 
partment of  the  high  school.  The  relations  existing  be- 
tween the  vocational  school  and  the  Academy  must  be  inti- 
mate. The  vocational  school  pupils  take  studies  under 
other  teachers  than  the  agricultural  instructor  ; they  meet 
in  the  same  building  with  the  other  pupils  of  the  Academy, 
attend  the  same  opening  exercises,  and  are  subject  to  the 
same  discipline.  During  that  part  of  the  year  when  the  agri- 
cultural instructor  is  away,  they  take  all  their  work  from  the 
other  teachers. 

With  these  several  matters  in  common,  making  neces- 
sary constant  intermingling  and  adjustment,  it  becomes  evi- 
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(lent  that  there  is  much  advaiitag'e  in  having  one  principal  in 
authority  over  both  departments. 

COST  OF  THE  \E3CATIONAL  DEPARTMENT. 

As  stated  in  the  report  of  the  school  committee,  the  net 
cost  of  the  argicultural  department  to  the  town  for  the  year 
ending  Deeember  31,  1915,  was  $639.83.  This  is  not  ex- 
cessive nor  out  of  proportion  to  the  cost  of  the  other  courses 
given  at  the  Academy.  Indeed,  the  cost  per  pupil  for  those 
in  the  commercial  course  is  even  greater  than  for  those  tak- 
ing agriculture. 

In  considering  the  cost  of  the  agricultural  department, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  classroom  instruction  is 
only  a part  of  work  of  the  agricultural  instructor.  To  this 
should  be  added  the  extension  work  of  various  kinds ; the 
farm  survey  work,  the  dairy  testing  work,  the  various  farm 
demonstration  meetings.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
presence  of  the  school  and  its  instructor  in  the  town  of 
Brimfield  has  had  a stimulating  effect  on  the  agricultural  in- 
dustr}^  of  the  town. 

THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY  IN  THE  AGRICULTURAL 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  agricultural  department  is 
designed  to  cover  four  years,  and  ranks  in  dignity  and  cul- 
tural opportunities  with  the  other  courses  given  at  the  Acad- 
emy. While  it  is  distinctly  vocational,  the  work  in  agricul- 
ture is  planned  to  occupy  but  one-half  of  each  school  day, 
the  other  half  being  available  for  the  so-called  cultural  stud- 
ies. Credit  towards  admission  to  the  extent  of  three  units 
may  be  secured  at  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College 
for  the  courses  in  agriculture.  Two  units  a year  of  other 
work  is  expected  of  an  agricultural  student,  and  a capable 
student  can  take  three,  so  that  at  the  end  of  his  four  years’ 
course,  he  should  be  graduated  with  all  the  units  of  work  re- 
quired for  entrance  to  the  State  Agricultural  College. 

The  report  of  the  instuctor  in  agricultural  follows : 
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REPORT  OF  THE  INSTRUCTOR  IN  AGRICULTURE. 

I lie  second  aninial  report  dealt  with  the  V^ocational 
Apricidtiiral  work  of  the  first  complete  year  and  showed 
i^'ood  progress  made. 

W e now  present  a re[)ort  of  what  has  been  accom- 
})lished  during-  the  past  year  and  of  the  work  in  progress.

During  July  a change  was  made  in  instructors.  Mr. 
Leslie  E.  Abbott  was  appointed  as  successor  to  Mr.  Irving 
G.  Davis,  who  so  ably  started  the  school.  The  project  work 
of  the  year,  however,  continued  uninterrupted. 

A few  words  are  in  order  in  regard  to  the  relation  of 
these  ])rojects  with  the  economic  and  industrial  life  of  the 
community.  In  selecting  a project  with  the  boys,  it  is 
planned  that  the  project  shall  not  only  form  an  integral 
])art  of  the  farm  organization  at  the  student’s  home,  but 
it  is  planned  to  help  meet  the  agricultural  needs  of  the  com- 
munity. The  needs  of  the  student  are,  in  fact,  the  needs  of 
the  community  to  a great  extent.  Agriculture  is  the  only 
occupation  that  the  community  affords  our  rising  genera- 
tion. If  we  are  to  vitalize  our  social  and  economic  welfare, 
it  behooves  us  to  educate  our  growing  boys  and  girls  in 
Agriculture  rather  than  along  lines  that  tend  toward  the 
industrial  life  of  the  city. 

The  list  of  projects  for  the  year  included  eight  (8)  in 
j)oultry,  four  (4)  in  fruit,  three  (3)  in  potatoes,  two  (2)  in 
gardening,  two  (2)  dairying,  one  (1)  in  corn,  one  (1)  in 
swine  and  one  (1)  in  stock  raising.  Home  projects  have 
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Ijeen  a fundamental  element  in  the  school  course.  Cost  ac- 
■eounting  is  practised  on  all  projects.  Fiom  the  above 
named  projects,  we  are  able  to  gave  the  following  figures:

The  boys  also  won  prizes  at  the  fall  fairs  amounting  to 
over  $65.00. 

The  system  of  accounting  during  the  year  has  been  the 
simple  daily  time  sheet  of  last  year,  adequate  to  the  needs 
of  the  younger  students.  Day  books  and  journals  have 
been  purchased  for  the  older  students  to  start  a system  of 
^iccounts  in  the  spring  better  adapted  to  larger  farm  busi- 
ness. 

However  true  it  may  be  that  the  student  has  been  a 
successful  farmer  and  scholar  and  has  been  trained  in  the 
science  and  technique  of  Agriculture,  the  broader  commun- 
ity needs  have  been  kept  present  before  the  student. 

Project  study  in  gardening,  fruit  raising,  and  ])Oultry 
Avas  started  in  October.  With  the  opening  of  spring,  the 
projects  will  be  able  to  be  continued  more  actively.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  project  study,  laboratory  work,  field  trips,  and 
recitations  in  the  fundamentals  of  fruit,  poultry,  and  gar- 
dening have  been  a part  of  the  school  work.  Much  stress 
was  laid  on  the  insect  and  plant  disease  study,  problems  of 
increasing  local  importance.  Field  trips  for  purposes  of 
observation  and  of  collecting  specimens,  demonstrations, 
and  practicums  have  greatly  enhanced  the  work. 

During  the  fall,  part  of  the  term  was  given  up  to  apple, 
corn,  and  stock  judging.  Due  to  the  uncertainty  with  re- 
gard to  the  cattle  quarantine  and  the  need  of  time  for  other 
])urposes,  the  stock  judging  was  limited  almost  entirely  to

tlie  review  for  previously  trained  students,  entering  the 
stock  judging  contests,  at  tlie  fairs.  At  the  Brimfield 
Grange,  Palmer  and  Sturbridge  fairs,  the  bo}’s  won  in  judg- 
ing and  prizes  on  vegetables,  stock,  and  poultry  as  part  of 
their  projects  o\'er  sixty-five  dollars  ($65.00).  They  also 
won  in  teaming  and  other  exliibiting. 

The  instructor  has  co-operated  with  Miss  Price  of  the 
Idampden  County  Improvement  League  in  Home  Econ- 
emics.  A large  number  of  prizes  were  won  in  canning  at 
the  Brimfield  Grange,  Sturbridge,  and  Palmer  fairs.  Win- 
ners in  the  exhibit  held  at  the  Agricultural  School  room 
were  elegible  to  compete  in  the  State  contest,  where  several 
prizes  were  won. 

The  agricultural  instructor  has  had  local  supervision 
of  the  Agricultural  club  work.  Twenty-minute  talks  each 
week  from  the  middle  of  April  till  the  clo?se  of  school  for 
the  pupils  above  the  fourth  grade  and  including  the  Acad- 
emy vv^ere  held  and  the  home  gardens  received  close  super- 
vision during  the  summer.  An  exhibit  at  the  end  of  the 
season  was  held  in  connection  with  the  Grange  fair  and 
prizes  were  awarded.  Prizes  were  also  won  by  club  mem- 
bers in  the  State  contest  this  winter. 

Last  spring  a night  school  on  potato  grov/ing  was  con- 
ducted and  as  a result  seven  farmers  started  fields  under 
improved  methods.  W eather  conditions  hampered  the  re- 
sults. However,  a good  showing  was  made.  In  August, 
Prof.  A\Tid  was  secured  and  an  all  day  trip  to  the  fields 
was  m-ade  and  nearly  every  one  reported  the  trip  highly 
successful. 

Poultry  fattening  demonstrations  have  been  carried  on' 
during  the  summer  and  fall  and  marked  improvements  in 
results  have  been  secured.  A movement  has  been  started 
to  have  broilers  hatched  early.  Several  are  preparing  tor 
earlier  hatches. 

Orchard  inspections  have  been  conducted  and  new  dis- 
eases and  insects  identified.  In  several  instances,  troubles 
have  been  reported  and  methods  of  control  are  in  progress. 
A new  spray  pump  has  been  purchased  and  the  school  is 
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to  take  part  in  the  state-wide  demonstration  conducted  by 
the  agriciiltiiral  instructors  and  County  agents.  A night 
school  is  planned  for  the  latter  part  of  January  and  February 
along  these  lines. 

New  asparagus  beds  are  being  started  under  the  ad- 
vice of  the  school. 

Hay  top  dressing  demonstrations  were  conducted  dur- 
ing thfe  summer  and  positive  results  have  been  obtained  in 
all  cases. 

A resurvey  of  the  farms  of  the  Brimfield  area  is  being* 
conducted.  Factor  sheets  with  a record  of  the  business  of 
the  year  1914  and  circulars  explaining  better  methods  of 
farm  organization  are  being  returned.  A meeting  for  the 
discussion  of  farm  management  problems  w’^as  held  the  lat- 
ter part  of  December. 

The  dairy  work  conducted  by  the  school  for  the  year 
has  been  to  distribute  milk  sheets  and  record  books,  to  test 
for  butter  fat,  figure  rations,  and  hold  meetings  for  the  de- 
velopment of  dairy  w*ork. 

Close  \vorking  relationships  have  been  kept  *up  wdth  the 
j\fassachusetts  Agricultural  College  and  the  Hampden 
County  Improvement  League.  The  League  and  the  Agri- 
cultural school  have  worked  together  in  arranging  public 
meetings  and  securing  the  services  of  the  Agricultural  Col- 
lege. 

On  account  of  the  ever  increasing  demands  upon  its 
time,  the  County  agent  service  of  the  State  is  hnding  it  nec- 
essary to  work  with  groups  of  farmers  rather  than  to  give 
individual  attention  and  it  is  towards  this  closer  relationship 
wdth  the  farmer  the  Agricultural  school  is  trying  to  attain.

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BENEFITS  COAIING  FROM  THE  NEW  STATUS 
OF  THE  ACADEMY. 

i he  ai:iTeemerit  entered  into  l)etween  the  town  of  Brim- 
held  and  the  Trustees  of  Hitchcock  Free  Academy  was  dis- 
cussed in  the  last  annual  school  re|)ort. 

Much  needed  improvements  have  been  made  during*  the 
year  in  the  Academy  l>uilding*  by  the  Trustees  which  would 
have  been  impossible  under  the  old  arrangement  because  of 
lack  of  money.  While  these  improvements  have  been  due  to 
the  activity  of  the  Academy  Trustees  rather  than  the  school 
committee,  and  have  been  paid  for  out  of  the  income  of  the 
building  fund,  they  are  a source  of  gratihcation  to  every  one 
interested  in  the  school  affairs  of  the  town. 

By  the  erection  of  a partition  an  additional  class-room 
has  been  provided  at  the  Academy.  The  interior  of  the 
building  has  been  reffnished  in  most  excellent  taste,  the  sys- 
tem of  electric  lighting  has  been  extended  th.roughout  the 
building,  a new  steam  boiler  has  been  installed,  and  a stere- 
opticon  and  a radiopticon  have  been  secured.  All  these  rep- 
resent an  expenditure  of  over  a thousand  dollars,  and  have 
greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  the  building  and  the  fa- 
cilities for  doing  work. 

In  the  agricultural  department  a cabinet  and  six  tables 
have  been  added  to  the  equipment ; and  in  the  manual  train- 
ing department  the  boys  under  Mr.  Kenney’s  direction  are 
now  constructing  some  work  benches  for  the  use  of  the  de- 
j)artment. 

COMxM ERCIAL  COURSE. 

During  the  year  two  new  type-writers  has  been  pur- 
chased, and  stenography  and  community  civics  have  been 
added  to  the  curriculum.  With  these  additions  the  school 
is  now  prepared  to  give  a satisfactory  commercial  course. 

SUPPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

As  the  tuition  rate  of  thirty  dollars  per  annum  charged 
last  year  when  combined  with  the  amount  received  from 
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the  Trustees  and  the  state  grant  of  $500.00  did  not  pro- 
duce sufficient  income  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  school, 
the  school  committee  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board 
this  year  ad\'anced  the  tuition  rate  to  sixty  dollars  a year.  It 
is  believed  that  with  this  new  rate  the  school  can  be  main- 
tained at  its  present  standard  without  any  appropriation 
whatever  from  the  town. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  iMUSIC. 

]\Ir.  F.  A.  Wheeler,  Sup’t.  of  Schools: 

I am  glad  to  report  continued  gain  in  the  progress  of 
music  in  the  Brimfield  schools.  The  hrst  two  years  were 
given  over  almost  entirely  to  the  reading  of  notes,  that  of 
course  being  one  of  the  chief  aims.  To  help  this,  a splendid 
set  of  books  containing  sight  singing  exercises  has  been 
])Iaced  in  the  schools. 

The  second  point  in  which  there  has  been  a lack  is  in 
])itch.  This  takes  some  time  to  remedy,  but  a number  of 
cases  have  been  corrected  in  the  last  two  years,  and  we  are 
hoping  for  the  rest.  I admire  the  spirit  of  willingness  the 
scholars  have  shown  in  helping  to  correct  this  fault. 

The  third  point  which  we  have  especially  tried  for  this 
3^ear  is  better  tone.  I think  we  have  succeeded  in  securing 
this.  It  is  rather  difficult  to  keep  the  pupils  toned  down 
and  yet  not  dampen  their  spirits.  Those  who  understand 
music  know  it  must  be  spontaneous.  Children  are  easily 
discouraged.  So  we  have  rubbed  the  corners  very  gently, 
with  good  results. 

There  has  been  a noticeable  improvement  in  both  rooms 
at  East  Brimfield  this  year.  I wish  you  might  hear  Miss 
Wallace’s  pupils  sing  some  two-part  exercises.  The  teach- 
ers are  all  standing  by  splendidly.  I am  glad  to  look  for- 
ward to  the  year’s  work  with  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

Mr.  F.  A.  \\SieeIer,  Siipt.  of  Scliools : 

The  a])iiity  to  draw  freely  and  spontaneously,  as  well 
as  the  appreciation  of  the  best  things  in  practical  and  aes- 
thetic lines,  is  of  great  value  to  every  one.  The  teacher  of 
drawing  does  not  aim  to  make  artists  of  the  pupils,  but 
tries  to  develop  the  power  of  appreciation,  realizing  that 
practical  experience  in  drawing  and  painting  is  the  only  wav 
children  can  acquire  observant  and  discriminating  eyes.  As 
drawing  is  a favorite  subject  with  most  children,  miidi  can 
be  done  to  giA^e  them  knowledge  of  what  is  good  in  shape, 
space-filling,  and  color. 

Pupils  Avork  Avith  greater  interest  and  effectiveness  if  . 
they  see  tangiljle  results,  and  Avhere  the  use  of  the  object  is 
ap])arent.  For  this  reason  construction  Avork  is  of  value, 
also  design  in  the  decoration  of  constructed  objects,  and 
oljject  draAving  in  booklets. 

In  the  loAver  grades  emiihasis  has  been  laid  on  original 
illustration  of  stories,  and  incidents  of  eA'ery  day  life.  This 
is  the  natural  graphic  expression  of  the  interests  of  children. 
The  children  have  taken  to  clay  modelling  with  much  zest. 
Here  they  get  the  understanding  of  form  in  three  dimen- 
sions. Another  excellent  Avay  to  get  knoAvledge  of  form  is 
the  practice  of  free-hand  cutting  of  objects.  At  the  holiday 
season,  extra  time  Avas  dcAmted  to  making  tree  decorations, 
and  srifts  of  reed  and  raffia  projects,  calendars,  booklets, 
greetings,  and  so  on. 

At  Hitchcock  Academy,  as  in  the  graded  schools,  at- 
tention Avas  gi\^en  to  nature  draAving  and  color  during  the 
fall  months,  Avhich  are  so  rich  in  material.  Use  Avas  made 
of  these  nature  sketches  in  coiiA'cntionalization  and  appli- 
cation to  holiday  gifts.  The  advanced  class  has  achicA^ed 
success  in  the  line  of  raffia  and  reed  basketry. 

The  general  lines  of  Avork  may  be  summed  up  under 
the  folloAving  heads; — a progression  from  one  to  another 
with  appreciation  and  good  taste  as  the  ideals;  nature 
drawing  and  color;  constructive  drawing  and  design;  pic- 
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torial  drawing  and  composition  ; plant  drawing  and  decora- 
tion. 

The  supervisor  wishes  to  express  her  appreciation  of 
the  support  given  her  by  the  superintendent  and  school 
■committee,  and  of  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  teachers.

REPAIRS  ON  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  school  buildings  in  use  are  on  the  whole  in  good 
repair.  Permit  me  to  repeat  my  recommendation  of  last 
year  that  new  seats  and  desks  be  purchased  for  the  West 
Brimfield  school.  The  ones  now  in  use  there  are  very  old 
and  badly  dilapidated. 

I would  recommend  also  that  a large  cupboard  be  built 
in  the  corridor  of  the  Center  schoolhouse  for  storing  text- 
books, supplies,  dinner  baskets,  janitor’s  equipment.  This 
Avould  be  a great  convenience  and  would  not  be  very  ex- 
pensive to  construct. 

At  East  Brimlield  last  spring  the  pupils  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  superintendent  set  out  a row  of  eight  maple 
trees  along  the  road  in  front  of  the  schoolhouse.  These  all 
lived  and  should  in  future  years  add  to  the  attractiveness 
■of  the  place.  I would  recommend  that  the  committee  plan 
to  spend  a small  sum  on  grading  the  yard  at  this  sehool- 
house  this  season.

Librarian’s  Report 


The  progress  of  the  library  the  past  year  is  especiall}' 
notable  in  two  ways.  An  nnusiial  number  of  exceptionally 
valuable  books  have  been  added  by  purchase  and  gifts,  and 
the  hospitality  of  the  library  as  a place  of  gathering  has  been 
enjoA'ed  by  the  women  of  the  town  for  many  conferences  in 
the  interests  of  home-making. 

ADDITIONS  OF  BOOKS. 

When  the  library  was  kept  in  the  Town  hall  it  received 
a bequest  from  Miss  Ursula  Shaw  consisting  of  money  she 
had  acquired  in  teaching  whose  income  should  be  devoted 
to  the  purchase  of  good  books.  Probably  there  has  been  no 
year  when  the  additions  of  books  would  have  appealed  more 
to  Miss  Shaw’s  interest  and  met  her  approval  to  a greater 
degree  than  those  that  have  been  recently  placed  on  the 
shelves,  from  her  fund  and  other  sources.  Especial!}^  im- 
j)ortant  are  the  works  on  Religion,  Ethics,  Philosophy,  So- 
ciology and  Education  in  their  relation  especially  to  the  de- 
velopment of  children  and  the  welfare  of  women.  Civics  and 
Biography. 

CONFERENCES  ON  HOME-MAKING. 

Visitors  on  entering  the  reading-room,  which  has  often 
been  compared  to  a living-room,  always  exclaim,  “What 
a homelike  place  !”  So  it  is  appropriate  that  home-making 
conferences  conducted  by  women  of  the  town  should  be  held 
about  the  big  fire-place  called  the  “Village  hearthstone.” 
It  was  largely  due  to  the  possession  of  such  a spot  with  its 
spirit  of  hospitality  that  Brimfield  was  the  town  selected  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  co-operating 
with  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Colleges  for  the  inaugura- 
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tion  of  a pioneer  movement  to  assist  women  in  rural  homes 
by  furnishing  the  services  of  an  expert  in  home  economics, 
to  act  as  a home-making  adviser.  A group  of  women  called 
together  by  the  Brimheld  Community  Council  met  in  the 
library  in  March  and  formally  accepted  the  government’s 
offer,  and  about  30  women  were  present  at  the  first  con- 
ference held  with  the  adviser,  Mrs.  Horatio  W.  Dresser  of 
Brookline  the  first  day  of  April.  Such  conferences  were 
held  on  alternate  weeks  for  about  three  months,  the  subjects 
considered  being  those  of  kitchen-planning,  kitchen-furnish- 
ing, the  home  laundry,  food  values,  menus  and  balanced 
meals,  food  for  children,  school  lunches  and  the  moral  train- 
ing of  children.  Mrs.  Dresser  accompanied  her  lectures 
with  illustrative  charts  and  syllabi  of  the  subjects  presented. 
The  largest  meeting  was  attended  by  about  40  women,  and 
in  the  intervals  between  her  lectures  Mrs.  Dresser  visited, 
upon  invitation,  40  homes  to  consider  with  the  housewives 
their  individual  problems  relating  to  the  subjects  of  the  con- 
ferences. After  the  discussion  wdiich  followed  each  lecture, 
there  vais  a social  hour  and  light  refreshments  were  served. 
The  resources  of  the  library  on  home  economics  and  child- 
training consisting  of  bulletins  from  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  and  of  books  owned  by  the  library, 
supplemented  by  a set  borrowed  from  Massachusetts  Agri- 
cultural College  were  drawn  upon  by  women  attending  the 
conferences.  In  addition  to  their  special  purpose  these 
meetings  were  valuable  in  calling  together  women  from  all 
parts  of  the  town  in  a common  interest. 

Later  in  the  summer,  meetings  were  held  with  Miss 
Minnie  Price  who  was  appointed  to  take  the  position  in  July 
of  home-making  adviser  of  the  Hampden  County  Improve- 
ment League.  At  these  meetings  the  subjects  of  rural  dis- 
trict nursing  and  an  organized  plan  for  having  a hot  dish 
with  school  lunches  were  taken  up. 

Upon  the  establishment  of  a “home  committee”  of  the 
Brimheld  Community  Council,  this  committee  organized  in 
the  library,  and  planned  for  monthly  meetings  on  subjects 
relating  to  the  home. 
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Duriiii^'  July  and  Au;L;Tist  classes  in  basketry  attended 
l)y  women  and  girls  were  held  in  the  library,  most  of  the 
women  in  attendence  being  those  vsdio  had  been  especially 
interested  in  the  home-economics  conferences. 

GIFTS. 

Mrs.  Mary  Knight  Hyde  of  AVare  has  given  a sum  of 
money  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a suitable  approach 
to  the  library  of  field  stone  to  correspond  with  the  material 
of  which  the  library  is  built.  Mr.  Charles  A\k  Stoughton  of 
New  York  has  generously  contributed  this  architect’s  draw- 
ing for  the  apprcxach  whose  plan  includes  a paved  walk  frprn 
the  highway  to  the  building  to  be  supplemented  by  stone 
benches  near  the  road  and  stone  pedestals  for  larger  flower 
jars  near  the  porch.  Mr.  Stoughton  has  also  given  much 
time  in  supervision  of  the  work.  An  approach  of  this  kind 
will  not  only  provide  a substantial  walk  to  replace  the  path 
of  Icwse  sand,  but  will  combine  with  the  building  to  form  an 
artertic  and  unified  structure.  Mrs.  Hyde  has  been  bene- 
factor of  the  library  by  frecpient  gifts  of  money  in  addition 
to  her  permanent  endowment  fund  and  it  is  gratifying  that 
there  should  be  a permanent'  visible  memorial  of  her  interest 
and  generosity. 

Volumes  have  been  given  to  the  circulating  department 
by  Mr.  George  A.  Bacon,  Mr.  Melven  Booth,  Mr.  Horatio 
W.  Dresser,  iVIrs.  George  \V.  Earle,  Mrs.  George  M.  Hitch- 
cock, Mrs.  Joseph  Lee,  iVlr.  Charles  E.  Lombard,  Massa- 
chusetts (through  the  Public  Library  Commission),  Massa- 
chusetts Ecjual  Suffrage  Association,  Miss  Julia  Perry,  Mr. 
Charles  W.  Stoughton,  Miss  Grace  W.  Stoughton,  United 
States,  E.  W.  AAGiitridge  and  Miss  E.  H.  AA^ood.  The  gift 
at  different  times  of  a large  number  of  books,  most  of  which 
are  for  children  and  young  people,  though  the  good  offices 
of  the  Massachusetts  Free  Public  Library  Commission  have 
formed  very  important  additions  to  our  resources.  The  gift 
from  the  author,  Horatio  \Ak  Dresser,  of  volumes  of  his 
writings  is  highly  appreciated  as  meeting  a need  of  the 
library.

Alonthly  bulletins  of  new  books  have  been  received 
from  the  Springheld  City  Library  Association,  the  Chicopee 
Public  Library,  Westfield  Atheneum,  and  Worcester  Public 
Idbrary.  Lists  of  recommended  books  sent  twice  a year  by 
the  AATman’s  Education  Association  have  been  of  great  as- 
sistance in  our  selections  as  in  previous  years. 

STATISTICS. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department 
aside  from  the  bound  volumes  of  magazines,  272  volumes, 
of  which  65  have  been  presented.  Sixteen  periodicals  have 
been  subscribed  for,  and  nine  presented. 

The  number  of  readers  outside  the  library  including  vi- 
sitors, teachers  and  pupils  whose  homes  are  elsewhere  is 
approximately  410. 

The  number  of  , books  read  is  approximately  6300,  and 
of  magazines  1200.  These  figures  probably  fall  below  those 
that  would  represent  the  actual  use  of  the  library  as  exact  re- 
})orts  of  the  circulation  of  IBooks  exchanged  among  families 
living  at  a distance  cannot  be  given,  nor  of  the  collection 
loaned  to  the  agricultural  department  of  the  Academy. 

HISTORICAL  COLLECTION. 

Valuable  additions  have  been  made  by  gifts  to  our  col- 
lections of  ancient  books  and  local  history  material.  Aliss 
Julia  T.  Brown  has  given  many  old  books  collected  by  her 
father,  the  late  Henry  F.  Brown,  who  contributed  so  much 
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to  the  Brimhelci  town  history,  and  also  photographs,  draw- 
ings, documents,  and  other  relics  pertaining  to  the  Brimfield 
of  the  past.  An  ejjaulet  worn  by  a member  of  the  Bri,mfield 
Ride  Company  organized  in  1(S28  is  included  in  these  relics. 
Miss  Sarah  Barrows  of  Sunderland,  whose  father,  Eli  Bar- 
rows  a tailor  in  Brimfield  made  the  uniforms  for  this  com- 
pany, has  given  pieces  of  their  materials.  She  has  also 
given  a beautiful,  decorated  pair  of  ancient  bellows. 

Letters  have  been  received  from  W.  T.  Welles  of  Elm- 
Avood,  in.,  enclosing  interesting  documents  pertaining  to 
Brimfield’s  part  in  the  Revolution,  and  other  papers  relating 
to  local  history.  In  one  of  these  letters,  Mr.  Welles  says 
that  his  grandfather,  W.  W.  Thompson,  moved  to  Illinois  in 
1837,  and  founded  there  the  town  of  Brimfield,  and  that  the 
town  was  settled  by  a good  many  people  from  the  mother 
town  and  Northamj)ton.  One  of  the  enclosed  documents  is 
a “declaration  of  independence”  of  Great  Britain  with  Brim- 
field signatures  affixed.  Another  is  an  auction  bill  advertis- 
ing the  sale  of  the,  “old  fort  romantically  situated  about  a 
mile  south  of  the  meeting-house.” 

Frank  hi.  Coolbroth  has  given  a very  rare  old  book 
])rinted  in  1803,  which  is  a narrative  of  a shipwreck  in  the 
“Gulph  of  Florida.” 

Marcus  H.  Rogers  of  Mill  River  has  given  a document 
pertaining  to  the  church  which  was  once  in  South  Warren, 
when  that  district  was  the  business  center  of  the  town  of 
Weston,  now  Warren. 

Henry  S.  Howe  of  Warren  has  given  a paper  pertaining 
to  the  affairs  of  the  church  in  Brimfield  over  100  years  ago. 

All  of  these  relics  are  not  merely  interesting  as  curiosi- 
ties but  valuable  in  throwing  light  upon  the  past  life  of  our 
community.  ’ 

Miss  Julia  E.  Perry  of  Southbridge  ha!s  presented  Hin- 
ton’s “History  and  Topography  of  the  United  States”  in  two 
volumes  j)ublished  in 
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OUTLYING  DISTRICTS. 

Mr.  Alerritt  S.  Dunham  has  continued  to  destribute 
books  from  his  home  in  East  Brimfield  until  his  recent  re- 
moval from  town.  Mr.  Dunham’s  generous  services  in  mak- 
ing special  trips  to  the  library,  selecting  books  for  all  ages 
and  opening  his  home  for  their  distribution  have  extended 
over  a good  many  years  and  there  is  much  indebtedness  to 
him  for  his  successful  efi'orts. 

Mrs.  Chaffee  who  distributed  books  from  her  home  in 
AATst  Brimheld  in  1914  was  obliged  to  discontinue  her  ser- 
vice after  February  of  last  year.  It  is  desirable  that  per- 
manent arrangements  be  made  for  giving  both  these  sec- 
tions of  the  town  the  benehts  of  the  public  library.
